Sir: 


In reply to your letter of the 30th ultimo requesting to be informed as to what amount of 
standard silver dollars your Mint will be required to make during the month of September I have 
to state that it will be necessary that you coin fully $1,800,000 and you will please make such 
arrangements as will best enable you to attain this result, after which you will coin as many one 
cent bronze pieces as may be practicable. 


AS no inconvenience to either the government or the public will result in delaying the 
coinage of gold received from the New York Assay Office its coinage can be deferred until such 
time as it can be executed without interfering with the coinage of the amount of silver dollars 
required by law to be coined each month.
